Yet at the same time the Holy 
Father criticized those who ad- 
vocate a “false interior life” and 
urge withdrawal from the mod- 
ern world, ‘n true interior life, 
the Pope added, “man _ isn’t 
alone but lives with Christ... 
and in turn is assisted and sus- 
tained by Him in facing the 
world.” 

Discussing modern man’s yearn- 
ing for security, the Pope pointed 
to a tendency {o ignore the “real- 
ity of human nature,” which he 
said has produced a widespread 
sense of bewilderment. He said 
increased production does not au- 
tomatically mean the improvement 
- of a nation’s’ economic life. 


“In this industrial age the man 
who accuses—and rightly accuses 
Communism of having (deprived of 
reedom the people over whom it 
olds sway should not omit to 
note that also in other parts of 
the world liberty will be a ve.y 
dubious possession if man’s secur- 
ity is not derived to a greater ex- 
tent from a condition of things 
which corresponds to his true na- 
ture,” the Pontiff warned.

he received Christmas and New 
Year’s greetings through His Emi- 
nence Eugene Cardinal Tisserant, 
dean of the Sacred College, who 
headed the 15 cardinals and many 
members of the Roman Curia at- 
tending the ceremony. 

Cardinal Tisserant, in his - brief 
address which preceded the Pope’s 
broadcast, recalled Christmas of 
1954, when the Holy Father’s ill- 
ness prevented him from giving 
his usual address. 

“Today, we rejoice at seeing 
you as vigorous as eve:, despite 
your eighty years, carrying out 
with courage and strength the 
duties of your overwhelming 
task,” Cardinal Tisserant told His 
Holiness.

“The Church has never given 
a definite answer to this ques- 
tion. However, theologians gen- 
erally teach that more probably 
a person cannot validly confess 
his sins and receive absolution 
by telephone, because priest and 
penitent must be present to each 
other for the valid administra- 
tion of penance. Nevertheless, 
since there is a slight probability 
that such presence is sufficiently 
achieved in a telephone conver- 
sation, a priest could use the 
telephone and impart absolution 
in case of great necessity—for 
example, if a person is dying and 
can contact a priest only by 
telephone, or a miner is impris- 
oned under the ground by a cave 
in.” 


Father Connell, expressed his 
views in an article written for 
the January issue of Catholic 
Men, monthly magazine publish- 
ed here by the National Council 
of Catholic Men. 


The theologian said that even 
in the extreme cases which he 
cited “the priest would confer 
abselution conditionally — that 
is, with the intention of absolv- 
ing only if this can be done 
validly.”

The recent Vatican decree 
“Maxima Redemptionis Nostrae,” 
which changes greatly the liturgi- 
cal life of Holy Week, has any 
interesting features, not the least 
of which is the one concerning 
Good Friday and the reception of 
Holy Communion on that day. 
Until the official ordo for Holy 
Week reaches us, no definite state- 
ment can be made on the regula- 
tions governing the rubrics of the 
great week. 


The first part of the decree 
states: “Nor can there be proper 
compensation for the loss of these 
liturgical functions through those 
pious devotional exercises which 
are customarily called extra-litur- 

ical and which are performed in 

e afternoon of these three days.” 


From this we surmise that our 
three hour agony service is not 
altogether approved and is out 
of keeping with the liturgical 
spirit of Good Friday, Until the 
Mass of the Presanctified or the 
Communion service takes place 
the faithful should be occupied 
with the adoration of the Euch- 
arist at the repository. Only 
after the Communion service of 
Good Friday should our com- 
plete attention be centered upon 
the veneration of the Cross, 


It is our impression that the re- 
vised Holy Week ordo aims at 
eliminating various services con- 
sisting of a series of sermons, 
cantatas, ete., and strives to em- 
phasize the liturgical services 
scheduled for Holy Thursday, 
Good Friday afternoons and Ho'v 
Saturday evening. 

While the» devotional services 
such as the three hours are not 
strictly forbidden nor officially 
approved by the new decree, it 
stresses the necessity of educat- 
ing the faithful to the importance 
of the main liturgical services by 
observing as closely as_ possible, 
even to the timing, these events 
as they actually took place in the 
life of Our Lord. That this is the 
mind of the Church has been dem- 
onstrated in the past few years by 

ermitting the vigil services on 

oly Saturday night. 


ACCORDING TO the “instruc- 
tion on the correct use of the re- 
stored ordo for Holy Week” which 
accompanied the decree, “local 
ordinaries and their priests should 
seek prudently to harmonize with 
the restored ordo many popular 
customs in the observance of Holy 
Week which appear to contribute 
to solid piety.” 

The rules of the decree must be 
followed and such adjustments as 
celebrating the Mass of the pre- 
sanctified earlier than 3 p.m. or 
later than 6 p.m. are not allowed. 
The decree states that the liturgi- 
cal service is to be celebrated 
about three in the afternoon. It is 
allowable to choose a later hour, 
but not after 6 p.m. Consequently, 
warning is given to harmonize the 
old with the new and strive for 
some uniformity. 


While our present three hour 
service is not condemned or re- 
jected completely, it seems that 
many adjustments will of neces- 
sity have to be made. Certainly 
in many instances the three hour 
service does not measure up in 
any way to the requisites of the 
decree.

Bishops and priests are mind- 
ful of the working hours and 
many sacrifices their good peo- 
ple make during Lent and Holy 
Week. After a- thorough per- 
usal and study of the Holy 
Week rubrics according to the 
new decree, some solution can 
be made whereby most or many 
of the faithful could attend the 
Mass of the presanctified and 
receive Holy Communion. 


The ideal would be to have the 
Good Friday Mass as near to 3 p.

The new decree permits the 
liturgical service up to 6 p.m. but 
says nothing to the effect that it 
must be finished by that hour.

Buenos Aires—(NC)— The ap- 
proach of the New Year finds Ar- 
gentine Catholics still trying to 
eradicate the last remnants of the 
anti-religious ‘excesses of the oust- 
ed Peron regime. 


Specifically, they are concerned 
over the law passed in December, 
1954, permitting absolute divorce 
in this predominantly Catholic 
country, and another Peronist 
measure suppressing religious ed- 
ucation in tLe state schools. 


The new government of provi- 
sional President Pedro Eugenio 
Aramburu has ended many of the 
anti-church measures of the Peron 
era. However, influences hostile 
to the Church are seen blocking 
attempts to eliminate two of the 
most vital of them. This is espe- 
cially true in regard to religions 
education courses, Some 95 per 
cent of the parents sought them 
for their children. 

The Aramburu government 
has officially pledged full re- 
spect for the Church. It has re- 
stored autonomy to Catholic 
colleges, revoked a law subject- 
ing Church properties to taxa- 
tion, abolished a measure legal- 
izing prostitution, and lifted de- 
crees violating the right of as- 
sembly, includ‘ng religious pro- 
cessions.

Catholic Opinion Divided 


Aid To Catholic School; 


Bitter Issue In France 


Paris — (NC) — The question 
of government aid to Catholic 
schools continues to play a major 
role in France’s election cam- 
paign, one of the most bitterly 
contested political battles in the 
nation’s recent history. 

Catholics themselves are divid- 
ed by the question. 

The issue was. given great 
prominence when Francois 
Mauriac, famous Catholic author, 
wrote that Catholic voters should 
cast their ballots for the leftist 
coalition of parties led by former 
Premier Pierre Mendes-France, an 
of aid to Catholic 


MR. MAURIAC stated that sub- 
sidies to Catholic education are a 
minor matter compared with the 
other issues facing the French 
electorate. These other issues, he 
went on, would be more justly 
solved were the leftists to win the 
election. 

La Croix, Paris Catholic daily, 
severely criticized Mr. Mauriac for 
his position. In an editorial, it 
accused him of pretending that it 
is necessary to abandon religious 
freedom in order to defend social 
justice. It added that he had no 
right to forget the existence of the 
social teachings of the Church. 


Other Catholics cited Osser- 
vatore Romano, Vatican City 

wspaper, as denouncing the 
Mauriac stand. In an article 
commenting on the French 
elections, Osservatore said that 
the Catholics never have a right 
to vote for the declared enemies 
of the Faith or for those whose 
activities tend directly or indi- 


rectly to destroy the Church and 
all religion. 


Supporting the position taken 
by Mr. Mauriac were the Domini- 
can publication, La Vie Intellect- 
uelle (Intellectual Life), and a 
Jesuit priest, Father Jean Danie- 
lou. Writing in the review Te-
